Jail Ilrokrn Into and » Prisoner Hong to 
a Tree. 

Bristol, Tenn., June 15.— Tbe city is 
intuiaely excited over the lynching that 
ooonned hagt mi 1 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon. A horrible ovtrage was com- 
mitted ou the person of Mrs. John War- 
ren, a i-et*i)ertabh' white lady, last ^iun- 
day morniuij about 3 o'clock. Officers 
and d«-t( c tives were put on the ca«e try- 
ing with all their power to anirehend 
the JTiiilty wretch. 

Tuesday ni^ht Bob Cliiik, a colored 
boy 20 yi iii s old, w;is iirrest<i<l on suspic- 
ion. Friday and Saturday his trial t iiine 
off Ix'foi'e Mayor Kader, of Bii-tol, 
Tlie evidence was very dania^-in;^. Hr 
was bound over to court Saturday nioni 
ing and was sent h.u k to jail. 

The great crowd that attended tlie 
trial had no idea of dispersing, and soon 
the news spread all over tbe city tliat 
Clark would be lynched before noon.

That County School Tax. 
EtlUor Bulletin: The Court of Claims 

hnviDK levied a tax in ai<l of the common 
schools of Mason County, it will probably 
be of interest to your readers, and espw- 
ially to teachers and trustee.^, to know 
exactly how this fund is to be applietl. 
The law says that the C'ounty Superin- 
tendent yliall disbnrsi- it For the j>iir- 
pose of increasing the ■■salary of the teach- 
ers, or for lengthening the school term, 
-OH the trustees of the <evfnil districts 
may contract with the t cache r-^ ; and it 
ahall be the duty of the trustees of each 
district to file with the County Superin- 
tendent a certified copy of the contract 
with the teacher before tli" opening of 
the school, and such teacher shall be paid 
his salary upon the report of the district' 
trustees at the close of each month. 

The law also provides that " The County 
Superintendent shall, on the order of the 
trustees of any distrirt, i>ay for the fiU'l 
and other necessary expenses incident to 
the cemfortable conduct of the school in 

such district from the taxes herein pro- 
vided for; but the money so disbursed 
shall not exceed ten per cent, of the sum 
ap])ortioned to any district ; nor shall any 
j)art of such taxes he expended lorl)uild- 
ing or repairing school houses." 

Tlius it will be seen that the district 
trii.>;tees lix the length of the term of the 
scliDol by their contract with the teacher. 
The object of the law is to have the school 
free, and at the same time secure the ser- 
vices of a competent teacher. Hence t he 
whole matter is left with the local board 
of trustees, and they are allowed to pay 

fuel e\|M'nscx iiiit of thii ioi;iity fnn<l. 
This wu regard an the very best possible 
arrangement for the interest of the

Here is what the Sun 
says: 

'The ('ourier-Journal in a recent edi- 
torial on the subject, asks that the dis- 
cuaaion of the new Constitution may be 
conducte<l on a higher plane than hereto- 
fore. It tiiinks that there should be no 
heat or passion In this disension, no nn- 
fairness, and no attempt to mislead the 
people. This is very flue, but luw our 
Louisville contemporary observed these 
rules in the past or will it obaarre them 
in the future 7 

" In extreme and headlong vituperation 
of the Constitution itself, of those who 
framed it, and of those who favor it, the 
Courier-Journal never wearies. In the 
editorial referred to above, it berated the 
delegates to theConstitutional convention 
in the following style : ' The members of 
the convention began the canvaas with 
malevolent misrepresentations of their 
opponents, and. in contempt of the peo- 
ple, say to them, shut your eyes, open 
your mouths and cuess what we are giving 
you.' 

" When referring to the country editors 
who favor the proposed Constitution, our 
I.«ui8ville contemporary is equally select 
in its terms. It calls them by turns, 
'empty-headed and irresponsible no- 
IXNlies,' or ' cura of high and low degree 
who are yelping helplessly at its heels.' 

" Iti sizing up the press of the State it 
has a very simple rule. All newspapers 
that oppose the new Constitution are al- 
ways characterized by it, as 'able and 
representative jourals'. Those that are 
neutral are 'good and solid papers,' 

while those that favor the instrument 
are ' obscure and uniutluential sheets.' 

"The OouriersJoumal also says that 
the proposed Constitution is not gram- 
matical, that it will cause 'endless litiga 
tion' if adopted, that it is 'a menace to the 
peace of society,' that it has twenty-two 
thousands words in it, and it might have 
added, that the official copy of the in- 
strument printed on greenish-broWn 
l>aper by the * Press of the Courier-Jour- 
nal Job Printing Co.' was about the sor- 
riest piece of work that was ever palmed 
off on any customer. 

-Ml of the expressions and words quo- 
ted above are taken from the columns of 
the CourierJonmal, wh^re tliey do ser- 
vice continually, and wi' reproduce 
them, in order that our readers may form 
some idea of the style and methods of a 
great ncwsjiaper, when engaged in teach- 
ing country editors lessons in calmness 
and courtesy. 

" We only have space to-day to give one 
or two illustrations of the perfetc 
fairness with which our Ix)uisville con- 
temporary discusses the new Constitu- 
tion. It knows that every railroad in 
Kentucky is fightin;; ii. and yet we are 
told that the new instrument ' gives to 
the existing railroad lines a perpetual 

monoiiojy in the State' 

" We are also told by the Courier-Jour- 
nal that the new Constitution has lifted 
from the shoulders of the bankers, a great 
weight of taxation that has been shifted 
to those of the poor. This is the mes- 
saiie reiiularly sent out through the edi- 
torial columns, while other <lepartments 
of the paper on the aame days contain 
communications from Louisville bankers 
of prominence, over their own names, 
in which they state that the new Con- 
stitutions increase their taxation, and^tliat 
they are o]ipo«od to it on this account."

The mass meeting at the court house 
yesterday afternoon In response to the 

call from the preaehafS of the city to take 
steps to secure a better observance of 
Sunday waa well attended. The crowd, 

however, was not a.s large as many had 
expected. The day waa uncomfortably 
warm and this no doubt kept many 
away who otherwise would have been 
present. 

The meeting was called to orde^ by 
Rev. B. W. Mebane, who nomhiated W. 
LaRue Thomas for Chairman. Mr. 
Thoma.s was elected. After prayer f)y Dr. 
Hays, the object of the meeting was stat- 
ed by O. a Jodd. M. f. Matsh was then 
chosen Secretary. 

ReV. C. 8. Lucas read the law as pro- 
vided hi the General Statutes for the 
observance of Sunday, as follows : 

Fase 416, Section 10.— "No work or business 

shall be done on the Sabbath day, except tho ordi- 
nary hottfiebold otflccs, or other work of nei essi Iv- 
or charity. (A.) If any person on the SHblmlti 
day shall hiiiiMlf hv found iit hiK own or any 
other triuli' or i alliiij;. or shall iiniiloy hiK Hp- 
proiiticc^ or otlicr pcrMUis In luhor or oIliiT Imvi- 
iR'ss, whetlicr tho siiini' l>e for profit or amiiM- 
niciit. uiilcsK such H.S is pcrmttti'ii iiliovc, lie shall 
Ix' ilio d not less than two nor more lloiii fifty dol- 
lars for each otl'riivc Kvery person orappri'ntii-f 
so eniployid shull be •leeined a separate offeiise. 
Persons w ho lire nieiiihers of a religious sotlety 
who ot)s( rvc IIS a .Subbath any other day in the 
week than Sunday shall not lie liable to the pen- 
alty prescribed in this section. If they obscn-e a.s 
a Sabbath one day in each Mven, as her«in pro- 
vided." 

FiMiei 49IM87.-"That it iball be unlawful for 
any tavern-keeper (whether licensed by the State 
or by aathority of the County Court or Itustces 
or other anthority of elty or town) or for any 
saloon-kaopor, or any other dealer la iitiiltnous. 
vinooi or malt Uqoon, to hate open a bar-room 
or other place for the lale of ■nob liquors or In 
any way to sell, give or otherwiae dispoae of 
spirituoos, Tinons or malt liquors on Sunday." 

Section 3.— "The keeping open of a bar or store 
or any other place for the Hale of such liquors or 
the eelllnc or otherwise disposing of such liquors 
da Sunday shall be deemed a violatlou of the 
statutes to which this act is an amendment, and 
shall, \\\>on convietion, subject thi' ofleiwlor to 
the pains and penalties pres( rit>ed therein, and 
shall, moreover, for the third offense forfeit his 
license, whether State, city. County Court or 
town license." 

Amendment, March >. Ixso — 'That the provis- 
ions of iheCeneral.Statvites reKardlni; thi-ol.>, rv 
ance of Sunday shall not apply to street railway 
cotnpaiilPs." 

He also read a decision of the Court of 
Appeals that " the running by a railroad 
company of paasenger or frei|^t trains is 
a work of necessity." 

Short speeches were then made by J. 
James AVood, 'Scjnire Miller, .S-natnr 
Poynts, G. W. Blatternian, Dr. Hays and 
A. J. McDougle, all of whom expressed 
their hearty sympathy with the mf)ve. 
None were in favor (jf resorting to co- 
ercive measures. They were opposed to 
fanaticism. They thought if the (piestion 
waa presented to the business men in 
the proper manner a general closing of 
stores and shops could be secured. Sen- 
ator I'oyiitz said he was not a member of 
church, hut he ln>lieve(l in a day of rest 
for the people. He was satisfied from 
what he had heard that a majority of 
those who were accustomed to keeping 
open on Sunday were in favor of closing, 
provided all their competitors would do 
likewise. He favored tht" aj)pointnient 
of a committee to wait on these people 
and secure, if possible, an agreement to 
dose on Sundays. 

Dr. Hays thought the people were to 
blame as much as the business men. If 
the stores and shops were not patronized 
on Sunday they would not be kept open. 

Rev. W. J. E. Cox offered the following 
resolutions, which were adopted :

On motion, the Chair appointed the 
pastors of the city a committee to solicit 
and secure members for the League. 

Rev. W^ J. E. Cox offered a motion that 
W. I^Kue Thomas, G. S. Judd, J. .Tames 
Wood, I. M. Lane and G. W. Geisel be 
appointed a committee to carry out the 
object of the meeting, and confer with 
the buainess men and try and persuade 
them to close their stores and shops on 
Sundays. Mr. Woo<l asked to be ex- 
cused, which was done, and Mr, C, W. 



Damall was substituted in his place. 
The motion was then adopted, and the 
meeting was on the point of adjourning 
when Rev. J. £. Wright stated he was 
afraid they had taken a step to cut off 
their <iwn heads; he wa.«i afraid they had 
acted too hastily in organizing a " Law 
and Order League thiimpressfon would 
go out that the coiiiiiiittee named repre- 
Hented such a league, and this would 
tend to make the people stubborn.' He 
moved to reconsider the motion adopt- 
ing the resolutions. 

Rev. Mr. Cox opposed the motion. He 
snid all the speeches made during the 
meeting showed that co-erclve measures 
were not intended.
